Indeed,  that  Count  Bentn-Longare.  the  Italian 
delegate  to  Geneva,  said  the  Ethiopian  request 
was  a  tribute  to  the  League,  and  one  of  great

Tiiat  is  a  threat  to  the  Independence  of 
Ethiopia,  and  tiiere  la  disregard  of  the  desire  of 
that  state  to  subject  the  differences  to  arbitra- 
tion.  Ethiopia's  attitude  has  been  conciliatory, 
for  as  well  aS  advocating  arbitration  there  i.s 
preparation  to  malcc  considerable  economic  con-
